In the mean time Tenducci had 
retired into one of the rooms and bolted the 
door. They purſued him to this apartment, 
and forcibly broke part of the door in ſuch a_ 
manner that they preſented a bluaderbuſs in- 
to the room, with which they ſwore they 
would ſhoot him if he did not inſtantly ſur- 
render himſelf their priſoner.

 Tenducei had paſſed "the bond before-men-

But we found ouriclves greatly 'm'!- 
then ; for my F—, at feren o'clock in the 
yt I. MON - 
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I was ſoon after drefled ; the houſe being all 
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morning, lodged freſh examinations 'againſt 
Tenducci, ap, an ſeducing, taking, and 


carrying me away, and got a warrant to ap- 


prehend him. Upon which my F—, together 
with my uncle R. M. of the city of Limerick, 
W.H. T. G. and a guard of folders came tv 
our lodgings. R, M. broke into our bed- 
chamber, where Tenducci and I were ſtill in 


bed ; and, preſenting a cocked piſtol, ſwore he 


would take away my huſband's life. "Terrified 
at the fight of the piſtol, I intreated my F— 
to kill me firſt ; 1nfiſting it was abſolutely my 


-own doing, and that he had better put an end 


firſt to my life, as I could not ſurvive the loſs 


of him. When my F--- found threats were 


ineffeQtual to prevail on me, he uſed the moſt. 


endearing expreſſions to get ms to riſe, and 


dreſs ; which I at laſt conſented to do ; he then 
deſired Tenducci to open his deſk, which be- 
ing refuſed, my F. and R.M. faid they had an 
order to break it open: 'Tenducci, being i1gnorent 
of the law, at laſt conſented, and gave bien the 
key, with which my F. opened the deſk, and, 
aſſiſted by T. G. inſpected every drawer ; and, 
ſearching them narrowly, he ſeized and carried 
away ſeveral papers, the property of my huf- 
band. Tenducci was then conducted, under a 
guard of ſoldiers, to the bailff's houſe, and 


| ſoon after committed to goal, without proceed- 
Ing to examination before the M. (who was 


then in the houſe) or any juſtice of the peace,

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the while full of mob and ſoldiers. As I was 
zoing down the ſtairs, I turned to the M. be- 
tore ſeveral witneſſes, and in a very ſolemn 
manner ſaid to him, « Sir, I am not now ſpeak- 
* ing to you as a friend, but as a magiſtrate : 
« and a judge: I do declare here, in the pre- 
« fence of my F--, that my marriage with 
© Tenducci was all my own ſceking, I firſt 
5 propoſed it, and urged it to him.” In this 
ranner I publickly declared it, that he might 
not ſufter for what he was entirely innocent of, 
My F- then ſent me to an inn on Hammond's 
Marſh ; there he called me into a een ruom, 
and began a ftrict examination : 1 acquainted 
him with every circumſtance I have now writ- 
ten ; I told him, that it was really and in truth 
my own doing 3 that I loved Tenducci, with- 
out his'ſecking it ; that he never ſaid any thing 
to ſeduce me, nor had ever uſed the leaſt vio- 
lence ; that I married, and went with him by 
my own deſire, Je faid every thing he could 
t» make me turn evidence againit '"enducct, - 
but in vain: I found means to write a note or 
two to him with my pron, and to have them 
conveyed to the goal. . My uncle gften re- 
peated, he would certainly have ſhot Tenducci 
Te ml bed, if he had made the leaſt reſiſtance ; 
arid he a malicious fmile, ſhocked me with 
the following horcid expreſſion ; © Tenducci is

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&* neſs.” The brutality of this ſpeech overcame 
' me, and II fainted away : When my loſt ſenſes 
returned, I told him, that if Tenducci was no 
ways Connected with me, I ſhould ſhudder and 
ſhrink with horror at ſuch an expreſſion. 

| For three days I was kept there, to try, if 
poſlible, to perſuade me to {wear Ripe as 
gainſt my huſband, with an intent to hang him, 
if poſſible : When they found me inflexible, [ 
was dragged down the ſtairs, and forced into a 
_ poſt=chaiſe, under the guard of my uncle, and. 
two armed inen ; and, in that manner, taken to. 
the county of Tipperaty, to. Vir. B, W.'s, while 
my F-- ſtay'd in Corke. Aſter my departure, 
application Was made to tie ————, to know. 
what ſecurity be required for - Tenducci's ap- 
pearance ; and this worthy magiſtrate infiſted 
only on 500 1. from him, and 5001. from ſuffi- 
cient bail; and declared he would not accept 
of leſs, as he ſaid he had proper advice upon it. 
Here I mv+ make a ſmall digrefſion ; a gen- 
tleman of veracity told me, that he was credibly 
informed, that the M. took a bond of indemni- 
fication,, from my F--, before he would con- 
ſent to confine Tenducci. The facetiqus W. P. 
was M., at that time. The M. was then ſerved 
with notice, that Mr. T. B. and R. M. two of 
the company of comedians, would become bail 
for him; they being ready to ſwear themſclyes 
worth. cool. The M. ſaid, he conld not take 
the bail without advice, and. deſired they might 
attend him the next day. In the mean time, 
lomc 
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ſome of my F--'s friends went to Mr. B. and 
inſifted that he ſhould not be bail, and threat- 
enced to do him as much injury as poſſible, it 
he did. Mr. B. thus intimidated, wrote to the 
M. that, for ſeveral reafons, he could not be- 
come bail. The next day (being the 5th of 

September) the M. conſented to take B.-and 
M. as bail. It:is however to be obſerved, that 
he did not conſent til} he thought himſelf cer- 
' tain of B.'s refuſal. But, to his great: diſap- 
pointment, Mir. B. being convinced of the pro- 
priety of reteving Tenducci, waited on the M. 


with M—n, and they offered themſelves ac- 
cording to the form preſcribed by law. He did' 
not at that4ime” ſeem to object to then, but

Their ernelty did not ftop here: They 
ſwore perjury 'againft him, which they al- 
ledged to be committed; on his examination 
betore the J---es, and had a committal lodg- 
ed, in order to deter any perſon from becom- 
ing bail for him.

W. in order to he examined touching his 
marriage, and inſtead of his being examined

2mined by S. V. and H. and put in a vaſt 
| deal of confuſion by their irregular and con-. 
fuſed manner of queſtioning him. Tenducci 
was at the ſame time in very great agitation 
of mind by his being ſtill in cuſtody, and not 
knowing the conſequence, or even the pur- 
poſe of examining hiin, as they did not give 
him time to read the ſummons before they 
proceeded to examine him, nor did they al- 
low him a perſon that could ſpeak Italian to 
explain what they ſaid td hint. In part of 
the examination they aiked him if any other 


woman was preſent at the marriage beſides 


2is wife? to which he anſwered no; he miſ- 
apprehending the queſtion, and imagining | 
ticy aſked him if he was ever married to any 
other woman. They aſked him if it was a 
proteſtant or a popiſh clergyman who per- 
formed the ceremony ? he anſwered he did 
not know, but believed he was a proteſtant.. 
| The purport of his teſtimony was ordered to 
be reduced into writing, . and the clerk who 
wrote it ſet down poſitively that it was a pro- 
| | _ tellant 
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teitant clergyman who performed the cere- 
mony : They then gave the depoſition to him 
to read, and defired him to fign it: He; 
thinking the depoſition had been fairly taken, 
and not underſtanding the Engliſh language 
ſufficiently to form any judgment to: the con- 
trary, made no objeCtion to ſigning it. 
This, my dear friend, is the baſis of an in- 

dictment for perjury. Can any proceeding be 
more unjuſt, more inhuman? Could his ac- 
knowledging that Mrs. H. his landlady, was 
preſent at our marriage, make him, or me, 
leſs guilty ? Surely no! Can his ignorance of 
| the Engliſh language, be imputed to him in 
fo heinous a light, as to ſubje& him to a-tryal 
for a crime he abhors, and to this hour is 1g- 
norant'of having committed. TI appeal to the | 
candor of our bittereſt enemy, to anſwer, 
whether this attack is not 1evelled at my 
huſband becauſe they think him unſupported, 
unfriended, and unable to withſtand the re- 
peated force of ſo many unheard of opprefli- 
ons : But ſurely our laws are not to be twilt- 
ed, and tortured, to .anfwer particular pur- 
poſes.

Some gentlemen, pitying his diſtreſſed 
ituation, and ſeeing the partiality of the.

ducci's name in the bills for the theatre, aſ- 
ſuring him, if he did, his houſe. ſhould be 
torn to pieces. Mr. B. apprehenſive of dan- 
ger, advertiſed the Merchant of Venice, in-

Mr. W. not content with the ſchemes he had 
already practiſed, perſuaded the commanding 
officer in C--ke to withhold the uſual guard

tat all my friends ſhould receive me as before ; 
elſe, that I (hovid be confined in a remote 
mountn, for the remainder of my days, and 
never fee any human creature, but an old Hag, 
who ſhould be left to attend me, I feared to 
tell THEM my reſolution, fo aſked time to con- 
_kider, and begged that Mr. D, (a worthy ana

him, and then ſent bim to me: He remon- 
lirated, in a very pathetic manner, on the many 
Inconveniencies that might attend ny perliſting 
in my reſolution.

(a gentleman to whom he was recommended

He had great need of 1 it ; for his. confinement

in Corke, fatignes both of miad and body, had 
reduced him to ſo bad a ſtate of health, that he — 
was not for a conſiderable time able to leave his 

| bed. . He wawin this fituation when he received 
thoſe letters from me which I have already, 
mentioned. ON has fince told me, that if he 
had not ſome hopes of: being the inſtrument to 
extricate me out: of the misfortunes I then ſut- 
fered, he would undoubtedly have put an end. 
to his life.) Tenducci ſent back Jerry, with a 
verbal mcetage, to let me know, that he had fo- | 
I:mnly promiſed the gentlemen, that were his E 
bail, not to make ariy attempts to come where _ | 
my father had placed me, or to write to me, till 
his trial was over ; and that his health was ſo 
bad as to oblige kim to keep his bed. Jerry, 
who was alſo not well, and unable to trayel, 
begged Tenducci to lend him a horſe, and he 
accordingly Jent him a very fine mare, with 
which he ſet out ; unfortunately for the poor - 
man, Mr. W. met with him in Bilboe, and. 
purſued him eagerly ; but finding Jerry's horſe

Upon this declaration, 
Mr. L. and two well armed men, purſued the 
unfortunate Jerry, till he came within half a 
mile of P=ll-ce G---n ; where Jerry, finding 
the mare which he rode began to tire, and that 
his purſuers were very near, alighted, and led

happy with him, I had been but a very ſhort 
time in the houſe, when (through the agita- 
tion of my ſpirits, and the extreme fatigue I had 
undergone) I fainted : In this condition I was 
taken to bed by the old woman, © 
The next day my F. gave ſevere directions 
in writing how I was to be treated, and after 
breakfaſt ſet out, leaving me in the cnftody 
of O'd, and his: brother. In this houſe 5 re- 


mained till the next morning, when I ſet out 


on horſeback behind $. O'd, who conducted 
me to another brother of his towards the welt 
of the county of Clare: At about 5 o'clock 


we got to the end of our journey, through a 


country as wild-and dreary as you can 1ma- 


 gine: We firuck off the high road into a 


piece of uncultivated land v.here no road was 


vifible, and defcended a ſteep hill ; we then 


\came to a ſmall court-yard, incloſed with 2 
high wall; there we alighted, and I behcld 


_ a houſe, 
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1 houſe, (or more properly ſpeaking a ruin) 
half of which roſe out of the river Shannon, 
and ſeemed to totter into it: The roof was 
\ Guite ſunk, the windows partly ſtopped with 
brick, and partly with hurdles, the door half 
caten by worms, and thoſe ſpaces which were 
intended for glaſs, ſtopped with wiſps of 
_ tiraw. My aonilfiment was very much en- 
creaſed when (upon being ſhewn into a dirt 
room, with two ſmall holes in the wall) I 
was met by Mrs. O'd,/ whoſe manner of fa- 

tutation was to preſent me with -a glaſs of 
| brandy, which the firſt took a fip of, and 
ſeemed quite aſtoniſhed at my declining to 
accept: She was very low ſpirited, as her 
brother was in a-dying way above ſtairs. She 
called for Jacky, her ſon; he came in, dreſfed _ 
in a green coat and a ſmall black velvet cap : 
This young man is about tive and twenty, 
exceedingly vulgar” and perfeatly unpolithed, 
He received me in a very aukward manner. 
Miſs Jenny next made her appearance, who, 
by her dreſs and addreſs, I took to be @ 
kitchen maid. She was introduced to me as 
raifs O'd. Mr. O'd, the maſter of the houſe, 
. led up the rear, whom I abſurdly took for a 
labourer. Soon after dinner was ſerved, and 
we all fat down; you may judge the group 
was not unentertaining. "Their manner of 
eating was of a piece with the deicription 


that I have given you of their betraviour in 


every other particular, Our Fenn confiſted 
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of a diſh of coarfs ſalted beef, a wooden pail 
of broth, the ſame ſort of veſſel full of milk, 
and a wooden dith of potatoes, all laid on a 
table cloth moſt odiouſly dirty ; there were . 
but three knives and forks, which were laid 
before Mr. Mrs. 'O'd and I; Mrs. O'd. cut © 
the beef into ſmall pieces, and the reſt of the 
company took what part they liked out of the 
diſh with their hands. After the becf was 
eat miſs O'd brought a dozen of wooden 
noggins, which they dipped down into the 
pails in which the broth and milk lay, ſome- 
times in one and ſometimes in the other ; 
and, in ſhort, fo turned my ſtomach with 
; their naſtineſs, that, during two months I 
itayed there, I' never eat at any meal but 
breakfaſt; that I had no other company 
but Mrs. 04; - 25 oaten bread, and tea, was too 
fine a breakfaſt for the 'family, that treat was 
reſerved for her and I; the reſt of the ladies 
| eat potatoes and ſour milk. ——l[n the evening, 
1 defired to be ſhewn the way ta, my bed- 
chamber, to which I was led by a pair of nar- 
| row ſteep ſtairs. This houſe had formerly | 
been a kind of fortified caſtle, and my apart- 
ment the priſon of it. I endeavoured as much 
as poffible to adapt myſelf to. their humours, 
_ as I was ſo much in their power ; but my ef- 
forts to pleaſe them were vain ; and, inſtead of 
ipſpiring them with pity for me, it encouraged 
them to uſe me ill ; not one perſon i in the houſe 
behaved with decency to me. T he brother of 
| 8, 7 Mrs, 
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Mrs. O'd died in a few days after, and a mot 
melancholy ſcene enſued; the houſe full of 
country people, who all howted in a' ſhocking 
manner. Afﬀeer the hurry of the burial was 
_ over, this whole family ttked to me in a moft 
inhuriian nianner, particiilarly young O'd, who 
took. very great liberties with me ; he was per- 
| petually tormentihg me with profefliotis of 
: fore, and' his cofiverſation ſo indecent and. 
_ ſhocking, #5 terrified me out of my ſenſes ;- he 
_ allowed tfie the vuſe bf pen, mk, and paper, 
whict I employed itt writittg ſeveral letters to 
Tenditcci ; but it furprized me vaſtly that L 
Fever received any anſwers, not having the leait _ 
ſuſpicion of their being intercepted; butt O'd-/ 
conſtantly read them, and+ itever forwarded # 
_ Engle one to the poſt-offtee, 

O'd often wanted to extort an oath from 
nie, that whenever Tenducci died I--woul 
_ marry him ; for which purpoſe, he told me; 
that he would uſe all poffible means to convey 
me to him : When he found-that was inprac- 
ficable, he propoſed another ſcheme,-which was 
to marry him; and that he would uit the 
kingdom, atid never claim me till Tenducei's- 
death. Finding all the ſnares that he laid for 
my ruin ineffefual, m his-anger he uſcdto talk 
. In a manner that it is nnpoſſible for tne to de- 
ſcribe ;- his father and mother encouraged hint 
in this fort of behaviour, and reported in Ennis, 
that T was certainly to be married to him, and 
ttat'my F; was to give me a fortune;

go to Dublin abour a month before. Mr. P. 
received me in a moſt obliging and polite 
manner, and inſiſted upon my making his 
houſe my home, till I informed Tenducci of 
_ my eſcape; I readily accepted of his invitati- 
ons ; he then told me, that when Tenducci 
arſt came to his houſe he was in a very bad 
ſtate of Health, but the regular life he led 
there ſoon reſtored him, and that the only 
thing that interrupted his tranquility, was 
the thoughts, of my unhappy fituation, which 
continually preyed upon his mind; he alto 
faid, that there had been many paragraphs i To!

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' theſe kingdoms, that their ſecurity, with rezard 
to perſon and property, is one of the articles/of 
the GREAT CHARTER of our Liberty ? 
TI cannot conclude, without acknowledzing: 
the obligations I am under to the Gentleman 
who firſt undertook to plead our cauſe, and alio 
to thoſe two who have I: ely engaged in our 
defence. I am the more particularly obliged 
to thoſe Gentlemen, that ſeveral others de- 
clined to engage in a cauſe againſt my F--=, on 
account of his being of the fame proteſſion.— 
And thus it is, with pleaſure, that I find my 
F---'s prediction falſified, namely, that no Bar- 
riſter would appear in our behalf. 
It is from the confidence I have in the juſtice , 
of our cauſe, that I wait with great Impatience | 
for the iſſue, when I doubt not we ſhail b- 
again reſtored to our rights, and have ample 
ſatisfaction, for our injuries, adjudged to us by 
the upright Guardians of our ſacred Laws, |
